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Misery for motorists 
as first snow brings 
traffic to a standstill 


ESSEX County Council has 
apologised for failing to 
mobilise its fleet of 
gritters quickly enough to 
prevent traffic grinding to 
a halt across Harlow 
yesterday (Wednesday). 
The town was covered in a 
blanket of snow for the 
first time this winter, but 
angry motorists venturing 
out onto the roads found 
many of the main routes 
had not been gritted. 

The result was traffic 
chaos, with Southern Way 
and parts of the A414 
remaining completely 
gridlocked for several 
hours as drivers struggled 
to get to work. 

The Star was inundated 
with messages from 
drivers stuck in their cars. 
One tweeted: "Why the 
HELL haven't gritters been 
out in Harlow? We saw the 
weather forecast last pm, 
why didn't the council?" 
Another said: "Utter 
gridlock out there. Surely 
my council or road tax 
covers gritting roads?" 

In a statement released 


yesterday afternoon, ECC's 
cabinet member for 
highways and 
transportation Derrick 
Louis said the severe 
weather was unexpected, 
despite warnings from the 
Met Office on Tuesday 
evening that snow was set 
to hit parts of the county. 
"I would like to sincerely 
apologise for the travel 
disruption that our 
residents have experienced 
due to the severe 
weather," he said. "The 
snowfall was not expected 
at this time, but as soon 
as information reached us 
our gritting fleet was 
mobilised. 

"Our focus now is on 
treating our main road 
network throughout the 
day to prevent roads from 
becoming icy." 

Essex Police said there 
were more than 70 snow- 
related road accidents 
across the county 
yesterday morning. 

The weather also caused 
several schools in Harlow 
to close for the day.

Police closed the road off in both directions for 
five hours as crash investigators assessed the scene 
in a bid to establish the cause of the accident. 

A 37-year-old lorry driver from Maidenhead in 
Berkshire was arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by careless driving at the scene of the crash. 
He is currently on police bail until March 3 pend¬ 
ing further enquiries.

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HWRA supporters 
start fund to 
fight closure

SUPPORTERS of Harlow 
Welfare Rights & Advice 
Service have set up a fighting 
fund in a bid to fend off the 
threat of closure. 

More than 80 people attended a 
public meeting at St Paul’s Church 
Hall on Saturday in a show of soli¬ 
darity for HWRA after Harlow 
Council terminated its contract with 
the service over unpaid debts. 

HWRA, which operates out of 
the Advice Centre in East Gate, 
has been unable to pay the money 
it owed to the authority - under¬ 
stood to be in the region of 
£120,000 - because of a “tempo¬ 
rary” cashflow problem and had 
asked for more time to settle the 
debt. 

But the council, which provid¬ 
ed 27 per cent of the service’s core 
funding, refused to agree to a 
phased repayment plan and last 
month declared HWRA insolvent 
before terminating its contract. 

Speakers at Saturday’s meeting 
laid the blame squarely at the feet 
of the council’s senior officers, 
claiming they had supplied the 
administration with inaccurate 
information and forced the cabi¬ 
net to abandon the service. 

After former Harlow MP Stan 
Newens called for the service to 
be maintained, acting chair of 


trustees Les Coben told the meet¬ 
ing!: “We asked for a couple of 
months to pay. This has been 
allowed in the past and, in fact, the 
council has on occasion been late 
in paying HWRA. 

“We believe the officers have 
been working against HWRA and 
it all dates back to 2009 when the 
service won a judicial review over 
a massive funding cut. These offi¬ 
cers have got it in for us.” 

He said discussions about the 
service’s future had been conduct¬ 
ed in secrecy and HWRA repre¬ 
sentatives had not been allowed to 
meet councillors to explain their 
funding issues. 

His claims were backed up by 
Labour councillor Waida Forman, 
a former client of HWRA who 
said confidentiality rulings pre¬ 
vented her from disclosing what 
had been said at the behind- 


closed-doors meetings. 

Cllr Jon Clempner, who recent¬ 
ly resigned his cabinet post in 
protest over the HWRA crisis, 
told the forum he had constantly 
challenged legal advice put for¬ 
ward by officers. 

“I am very unhappy with the 
way councillors and officers have 
handled this particular situation,” 
he said, “but it is very difficult to 
challenge legal advice. We were 
given specific information by 
officers which could not be 
ignored, not legally in any case.” 

Former Labour councillor Jim 
Rogers, who was leader of the 
authority during the 1990s, said 
he felt recent instability within the 
authority had allowed senior offi¬ 
cers to assume greater powers. 

“Since May we have had a new 
Labour administration but the 
majority of these new councillors 


are very inexperienced,” he said. 
“While the cat’s away the mice 
will play and the mice are still 
playing. The council has been 
given biased information and 
biased advice.” 

After two hours of debate, the 
meeting agreed to set up a fight¬ 
ing fund and adopt a motion call¬ 
ing on the authority to find a solu¬ 
tion to enable the current service 
to continue to operate. 

The council has given HWRA 
until tomorrow (Friday) to vacate 
the Advice Centre before it takes 
action to evict staff, who have also 
been handed redundancy notices. 

When asked if it would now 
give the service more time while 
it considered the resolution passed 
at Saturday’s meeting, a council 
spokesman declined to comment 
and said the matter was now in the 
hands of its legal department.

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has 
welcomed Chancellor George Osbo¬ 
rne’s decision to scrap January’s 
planned 3p rise in fuel duty. 

Speaking to the Star after the Chancellor 
delivered his Autumn Statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day), Mr Halfon insisted the move would 
“put fuel in the tank of the British econo¬ 
my”. 

Mr Halfon has been at the forefront of a 
high-profile campaign to drive down the 
spiralling cost of fuel on the nation’s fore¬ 
courts, but was criticised last month when 
he refused to vote in favour of a Labour 
motion calling on the Government to defer 
the proposed duty hike until April next year. 

At the time, he said he had not rebelled 
because he believed the Government would 
axe the increase completely. And yesterday 
he said Mr Osborne’s announcement had 
proved he was right to have shown faith in 
the Chancellor. 

“This was a Robin Hood statement,” said 
Mr Halfon. “George Osborne has put fuel 
in the tank of the British economy. 

“He has not just delayed Labour’s 3p 
petrol tax but scrapped it altogether. This 
will save an ordinary motorist in Harlow 
around £80 next year. 

“When families are hard-pressed, the 
Government should do everything to keep 
the cost of living down, which is why I am 
delighted that the Chancellor has listened 
and frozen fuel duty again.” 

But Harlow’s Labour parliamentary 
hopeful Suzy Stride said the Autumn State¬ 
ment as a whole showed the Government 
had failed to “balance the books”. 

“It’s good the Government have finally 
taken Labour's advice and stopped the fuel 
duty rise but they have had to admit they 
are failing on the one test they set them¬ 
selves - to balance the books and get the 
debt down by 2015. 

“They’re failing on jobs and growth, with 
the economy shrinking this year. 

“While millionaires get a £3bn tax cut, it 
is people who are already struggling to 
make ends meet who are affected. Middle 
and lower income families and pensioners 
are paying the price for this failure.”

lease as part of the deal. 

Speaking after a public consulta¬ 
tion meeting held on Friday, Circle’s 
assistant director of development Ian 
Christmas said the not-for-profit firm 
hoped the plans would be approved in 
time for work to start next summer.

“The building has stood 
neglected and empty for far 
too long now, so we are 
very happy to see these 
inventive and well-thought- 
out plans submitted,” he 
said. 

“This is exactly the kind 
of development we need in 
Harlow. It’s sustainable, on 
a brownfield site and will 
help address the town’s 
shortage of affordable 
housing.” 

He added: “I sincerely 
hope that other developers 
will take inspiration from 
what Circle are proposing.

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SIR, The recent heavy rains and flooding have 
shown the importance of effective and adequate 
land drainage. 

This, of course, is one of the main issues the 
many opponents of new developments around 
Harlow have been concerned about - myself 
included - and have raised when objecting to 
planning applications for the likes of Gilden Way 
and the proposed development at West Sumners.

Closure of advice service a 
manifestation of class war 

SIR, The complacent self-satisfied remarks of 
Simon Carter with respect to Harlow Welfare 
Rights and Advice Service (. Letters , November 
22) are typical of the neo-liberal mentality that 
has dominated political discourse in this country 
since the Blairites re-fashioned the Labour Party 
in the image of the post-Heath Conservatives. 
The social democrats and ‘one nation’ Tories 
who once governed the land would probably 
have regarded the provision of a fully funded 
advice service as unproblematic. 

The Advice Centre is not a factory and those 
who characterise its problems as a failure to 
“live within its means” demonstrate that, while 
they may know the price of everything, they 
know the value of nothing. 

Neo-liberal economics has brought us the 
greatest economic crash since 1929, but 
dinosaurs such as Mr Carter insist on repeating 
the discredited mantras of the stinking zombie 
corpse of a doctrine that died in the ashes of 
Lehman Brothers on September 15, 2008. 

Those who enrich themselves by exploiting the 
working classes of the world receive the finest 
advice that money can buy on how to avoid 
paying more than a modicum of tax on their ill- 
gotten gains. Rather than object to such anti¬ 
social selfishness, Mr Carter chooses instead to 
attack the comparatively microscopic cost of the 
advice provided by Harlow Welfare Rights and 
Advice Service to the impoverished victims of 
these tax-dodging billionaires. 

The American business magnate Warren Buffett 
has said: “There’s class warfare all right, but it’s 
my class, the rich class, that’s making war - and

“It can result in a criminal record, the 
loss of your driving licence or a fine of 
up to £5,000. If you kill or injure some¬ 
one you could face up to 14 years in 
prison.” 

Police will be stepping up normal 
patrols across the county between 
December and January - with Harlow 
one of the first towns set to be targeted 
in the crackdown. 

There will be a large police presence 
in town on certain nights across the 
Christmas period, with officers using 
automatic number plate recognition 
equipment to catch drivers wanted for 
committing previous offences.

T HERE has been something of 
a space invasion at Nostalgia 
mission control following last 
week’s article on the NASA shuttle 
Enterprise. 

We have been inudated with 
messages and photos from readers 
keen to share their memories of the 
day in June 1983 when 200,000 
people flocked to Stansted Airport to 
see the shuttle. 

Theresa Clark was in Harlow Town 
Park with her brother when 
she snapped a photo of the 
shuttle flying over Harlow 
on the back of a 747 jumbo 

jet- f 

“We always carried our 1 

cameras with us back then 1 

so I was able to take a photo 
as it flew over,” she said. . 

“It flew very low. The photo 
is blurry because I was 
shaking at the time; it seemed 
to come so close. It was quite scary to 
be honest.” 

John Collins, of Herons Wood, went 
to see the shuttle with his daughter 
and son-in-law. 

“The visit had generated a huge 
amount of excitement in Harlow and 
the surrounding area, and I can 
remember having to park the car a 
long way away from the airport itself 
because it was so busy,” he said. 

“It seemed like there were a million 
people there; it was quite a sight. We 
managed to get reasonably close and I 
took lots of photographs. After all, it’s 
not every day you get to see a space 
shuttle!” 

Sam Reed also remembers the day 
clearly, despite being five years old at 
the time! 

“It was the most amazing sight,” he 
said. “I remember the plane carrying 
the shuttle being so low I was worried 


that it would actually knock the 
chimneys off of the roof. 

“The plane went right over my house. 
I was in the garden at the time and as 
it went over I ran through the house 
and out the front door with my mum 
and watched as the plane turned and 
flew off down the road with the 
shuttle on its back. 

“Sometimes I thought that I had 
dreamt it even though my mum 
always backed up my story, so seeing 
the article in Nostalgia brought it all 
back.” 

Susan and Ron Turner wrote:: “We 
tried to go up on the Sunday but the 
roads were just chaos because it was 
so busy, so we decided that, as we 
worked in London, we would go up 
before work to see it. 

“It must have been about 5.30am 


morning and there were only a few 
people there - airport workers and a 
few fathers with their children before 
school. It was incredible; we could 
walk all the way around it.” 

Carol Reid was so enthralled by the 
spectacle she returned to the airport 
every day for the duration of its visit. 
“I can remember going to visit in the 
early mornings when it was a bit less 
busy,” she said. “A member of the 
crew handed me four leaflets about 
the shuttle which I still have today. 

“I can also remember the police 
stewarding the event. They were 
fantastic and allowed me to get right 
up close to the shuttle itself to take 
pictures.” 

The shuttle remained at the airport 
until the afternoon of June 8 when it 
took off for its return to the USA.

The adventure follows the journey of Bilbo Baggins, who is 
swept into an epic quest to reclaim the lost Dwarf Kingdom 
of Erebor from the fearsome dragon Smaug. 

Approached out of the blue by the wizard Gandalf the Grey, 
Bilbo finds himself joining a company of 13 dwarves led by 
the legendary warrior Thorin Oakenshield on a journey 
which will take them through treacherous lands swarming 
with Goblins and Ores, deadly Wargs and Sorcerers.

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I WOULDN’T go as far as to say 
I’m a religious person but I am a 
born-again motorist. In a good 
way, I might add. 

The combination of wanting to better 
previous fuel consumption figures 
and the need to be extremely well 
behaved after the intervention of Her 
Majesty’s Constabulary meant that 
rather than dashing across the 
country as quickly as legally possible, 
I’ve been cruising, pootling and 
maintaining a general mood of 
steadiness over the past 1,000 miles 
or so. 

That might sound like a recipe for 
middle-lane snoozing, but in actual 
fact I’ve been arriving at my 
destinations far more unstressed than 
before and often only a few minutes 
later than if I’d been trying a lot 
harder. 

And although this A1 wears the Sport 
tag that delivers stiffer suspension as 
well as bigger wheels, it’s been more 
than happy to play along. 

The ‘S tronic’ gearbox gives a lovely 
tall seventh gear and although a 
motorway incline tackled with just a 
sniff of throttle usually means a 
single downshift, for the most part it 
will hum along with around 2,000rpm 
on the rev counter at the legal limit.

If there’s one further wish to be 
granted it would be for cruise control, 
but frankly that was an omission from 
the options list on my part rather than 
the fault of the car. Silly me. 

I’ve also been trying hard to keep the 
Al’s cabin de-cluttered, the only 
problem being is that it is rather good 
at swallowing it in the first place. The 
front cupholders are almost always 
occupied, swiftly followed by the one 
in the driver’ door. 

Even with a cup in there you can still 
stuff plenty of crisp packets and 
parking tickets in the space behind it, 
and the packet of biscuits that are 
kept on standby as emergency snacks 
for the kids has stayed untouched in 


the armrest cubby for several months 
on the trot. 

Anything A4-shaped (paper, not the 
car) is an arm’s length away in the 
pocket on the back of the passenger 
seat, and the space underneath the 
boot floor has housed emergency 
wellies and an umbrella without a 
problem. 

Small it may be but the A1 has 
swallowed everything I have 
reasonably asked of it. . . and 
sometimes a bit more. 

I’m also more in love with its looks 
than ever. Lots of armchair experts 
are keen to predict the end of white as 
a fashionable colour for cars, but this 
A1 is still turning heads as well as 


making me turn and look wistfully at 
it as I lock and walk away. 

I’ve been extra good and treated it to 
a personal wash and a proper spruce- 
up at the hands of someone who 
really knows what they’re doing, and 
although it’s fun to give the local kids 
the opportunity to write rude 
messages in the dirt it positively zings 
when it is immaculately clean. And 
behaving myself on the road means it 
stays clean for longer, too. 

Next to a three-door A1 with a 
bodykit installed it looks a little 
plainer, but it sits nicely in the space 
between discreet and posh. A sporty 
coupe version would look the 
absolute business. 


Another hard month has also proved 
that even this smallest Audi doesn’t 
just look nice inside; it’s tough, too. 
The parcel shelf attachments, so often 
the first thing to fall off with heavy 
use, remain stubbornly in place and 
doing their job. All the buttons and 
switches still operate with the same 
slickness and robust feeling as they 
did on day one and, despite having 
almost everything thrown at them, the 
seats and their fabric trim have 
shrugged off numerous stains. 

It might not look like a family car at 
first but it’s fit and ready for the job. 
And when I very occasionally allow 
myself a bit of fiin on a deserted back 
road it still dives into bends with 
aplomb. 

The 1.4-litre TFSI petrol unit has a 
useful wodge of torque low down but 
happily revs high up, feeling much 
like a larger-capacity naturally 
aspirated engine. 

It’s also a pleasure to give the 
gearshift paddles a workout, and the 
sports suspension comes into its own. 
Time is almost up for the A1 and 
although it’s a month away from 
heading off into the sunset, I’m 
already starting to miss it. There’ll be 
some kind of replacement to follow it 
but unless it’s the Batmobile or 
Schumacher’s championship-winning 
Ferrari I can’t help thinking I’ll be 
wishing the A1 was still here.

Plaster of Paris sinks World

A PAINFUL dislocated elbow 
injury left Chelsea Sydes in 
plaster and killed off her 
chance of success at the World 
Karate Championships in Paris 
just one match after she beat 
the reigning European silver 
medallist. 

Sydes (23), a karate instructor 
who runs classes in Harlow, 
took on reigning world 
champion Hong Li in the third 
round of the -50kg kumite 
class in front of a massive 
15,000 crowd in the French 
capital.

She is expected to remain in 
plaster for another week, but 
will be unable to compete for 
a further eight weeks. 

“The Chinese girl fell on my 
arm. It’s a shame. It was 20 
seconds into the third round,” 
she explained. “It was a 
nightmare.” 

Li went on to secure the silver 
medal.
